Last Sunday morning the startling and painfal 
report reached town that Hardin Hart the Judge 
of this Judicial District, and District Attorney J. 
L. Gray, of this place, while riding, Saturday morn¬ 
ing last, in the direction of Greenville from Bon¬ 
ham, accompanied by a Federal escort, were fired 
upon from the brush at a place seven miles from 
Bonham, and instantly killed ; also that one of the 
escort was wounded. The man who brought the 
report, stated that he had ridden since Saturday 
morning from a house seven miles beyond Bonham, 
and that when he passed through that place a large 
party of citizens was forming for the purpose of 
pursuing the murderers. In the evening of the 
same day later and more reliable intelligence was 
received, from which it appeared that Judge Gray 
was not hurt, but that Judge Hart and a soldier 
were wounded. Since then we have seen and con¬ 
versed with Judge Gray, and from his statement 
condense the following particnlars : 

Judge Hart’s party, which consisted of himself, 
Judge Gray, a corporal, and six privates, left Bon¬ 
ham for Greenville one hour before daybreak last 
Saturday. After journeying seven miles, and 
having passed the last house near Bonham, the 
party came to a place where each side of the road 
was bordered with dense thickets. In a thicket, 
to theUght ol the road, as subsequently appeared, 
six or seven fiends in human form, armed with 
shot-guns, revolvers, and Spencer rifles, had 
secreted themselves for the purpose of assassi¬ 
nating Judge Hart. The design had been formed 
days, perhaps weeks, before. A passway had been 
cut into the thicket, and n barricade or breastwork 
formed of brush and logs. Behind this breastwork 
ihe assassins were lying eagerly awaiting the ap¬ 
proach of their intended victim. Some three 
quarters of a mile farther on was another breast¬ 
work, similarly constructed, and no donbt screen¬ 
ing other members of the band, the object clearly 
beiug to kill Judge Hart at the second ambuscade, 
provided he should escape the first. The first, 
however, very nearly proved fatal to him, for just 
as lie aud the foremost of his party reached a point 
in a line with the opening or passway which had 
been cut into tbe thicket, tlto assassins opened fire. 
At the first volley, Judge Hart was struck in the 
right arm, which was broken to two places ; a shot 
grazed his right side, cutting through the skin, 
but doing little injury ; several shots struck the 
stock of a Henry rifle which he carried on his right 
front, and others, still, his saddle, and one his 
horse, which plunged madly forward and threw the 
wounded rider heavily to the ground. Judge Gray 
escaped without a scratch*; but bis horse, less 
fortunate, went down, with six bnck-shot in the 
head, and two Spencer balls through the neck. 
Four of the escort, panic-struck, wheeled their 
horses aud galloped iu the direction of Bonham, 
and reported o if reaching that place that Gray and 
Hart were both killed. The corporal and two of 
his men dismounted and returned the fire of the 
brushmen, bolding them in check until Gray, who 
had gone to the assistance of Hart, succeeded to 
removing him a distance of thirty yards into a 
dense thicket, which effectually screened them 
from observation. This accomplished, the three 
soldiers beat a retreat. One of them who was 
riding a lame mule went off afoot, secreted himself 
in the brash, and when everything became ap¬ 
parently quiet returned in search of Hart and Gray. 
He was discovered by the brushmen, who charged 
him with the savage ferocity of a pack of Wood- 
hounds, and fired a considerable number of shots 
at him, one of which struck him in the thigh, not¬ 
withstanding which he managed to escape. 

The bandits stripped Judge Gray’s horse, taking 
his saddle-bags, saddle, and everything of value, 
and passed close to tbe place where he and Judge 
Hart were secreted, but without discovering them. 
It was evidently their belief that they had killed 
both Hart and Gray, and to this erroneous impres¬ 
sion the latter probably owe their safety. 

Soon after stripping Gray’s horse the robbers 
rode off in the direction of Greenville ; and Gray 
left Hart and went for help, bnt being unacqnatoted 
with the country, and no woodsman, soon got lost, 
and, for a considerable time, was unable to find a 
house. Meanwhile Judge Hart, weak from the loss 
of blood, and suffering mnch from his wonnds, 
made bis way alone to the first house on the road 
to Bonham, where he was kindly cared for, until 
medical aid arrived, when he was removed to Bon¬ 
ham and his arm amputated. At last accounts he 
was doing well. 

The next day fifteen of the desperadoes, two of 
whom were recognized to be Hays and Parker, 
were counted to one body, between Bonham and a 
post-office in Hnnt County called White Rock, four 
miles from the latter place. They were well armed, 
and with drawn guns halted a courier who was re¬ 
turning to Bonham from Greenville, whither he 
had been sent, with intelligence of tbe disaster, to 
Judge Hart’s family, asking him, among other 
things, if Hart and Gray were not both killed. 
After answering their questions, the courier was 
told, if he would save his life, to travel, a command 
which he was not slow in obeying. 

This cowardly, vindictive and fiendish attack 
upon Judge Hart, demands, and we trust will meet 
with, a prompt and vigorous effort, on the part of 
the civil and military authorities to bring the 
guilty parties to justice. A military force, suffi¬ 
ciently strong to scour the country in every direc¬ 
tion, capture or exterminate the banded villains 
wherever found, and bring them, their aiders and 
abettors, to a justice which shall be both swift and 
sure, should at once be sent here under the com¬ 
mand of a prudent, but active and energetic officer. 
We hope, and have reason to believe, the General- 
commanding will at once extend ns this relief. It 
now being manifest that tbe only alternative left 
good citizens is to conquer a peace, the war to 
that end should be short, sharp, and decisive. 


Wharton, Sept 8tb, 1869. 

Our community of late has been the scene of 
warlike and hostile demonstrations. On the 23d of 
August the Sheriff had occasion to call to his aid 
the power of the county, which was responded to 
by every white and colored Republican called upon, 
and not only opposed, but openly resisted by every 
so-called Democrat to this connty and its surround" 
ing borders for miles, with force of arms. 

The Sheriff had often times before called upon 
this Democratic and disloyal element, and in every 
instance was refused tbe assistance sought to se¬ 
cure the ends of justice, consequently on this im¬ 
portant and threatening occasion, was compelled 
to obtain aid from Republicans who were almost 
entirely colored people, the very sight of which 
aronsed the exasperated rebel Ku-Klux to again 
resort to arms and thereby prevent, if possible, tbe 
just execution of the law. The Sheriff who is 
termed (by Jlesc Eu-Klux, Rebel Democrats), a 
Carpet Bagger. Las not since his advent here been 
treated with any considerable encouragement or 
respect to the discharge of his duties, bnt on the 
contrary, as he was a Union man during the late 
unpleasantness, in many parts of this State, con¬ 
sidered an intruder. 

On this occasion, the Sheriff being a very dis¬ 
creet and every way prudent man, seeing this 
great dissatisfaction existing, and threatening ex¬ 
termination of the Republican party in this county, 
especially all who are termed carpet-baggers or 
scallawaggers, wishing to prevent bloodshed and 
farther trouble ordered his posse to return home, 
which when done, an uprising of these began in 
large numbers from all directions, appeared in 
town and around the court house, looking and 
thirsting for blood. These Ku-Klux said they 
b*id been put to some considerable trouble, and 

thought It best to break up the d-n radical 

wigwam, and ran this blue-bellied set out of the 
country, that this was not a free country for their 
sort, and they should be taught a lesson to begin 
with, and some were in for murdering them out¬ 
right But thank the Lord, no one was killed ex¬ 
cept one of their own party, and he by their own 
men. Nighteameon, the Sheriff, County Clerk, and 
the other white Radicals, had to make their escape 
to the woods and there slept that night The next 
morning the Sheriff was on his way for troops, 
while the other Rads, returned home to get some¬ 
thing to eat It seems, from an undoubted source, 
the Ku-Klux had been hunting all night for the 
whereabouts of the Radicals, and failing to find 
them, fell npon an old, inoffensive freedman, beat 
and whipped him unmercifully with pistols and 
whips, for belonging to the Union League. They 
inquired for the white members, among whom was 
Mr. F. G. Franks, a candidate for the Legislature, 
threatened to kill him on sight, and immediately 
went to his boose in town, called for and demanded 
him to come out, but was told by his wife that he 
was sick, and while the Ku-Klux were making 
preparation and consulting about searching for 
him, he made his successful escape to the woods, 
where he remained until the arrival of the U. 8. 
troops, under that excellent and efficient officer, 
Major VVikoffi who at anco restored |>oaeo aud 
quiet to the surrounding country. The so-called 
Democrats who claim to be so good and law abid¬ 
ing, will, on every occasion show their true signs 
of disloyalty. They will not only refuse to support 
the civil authorities, but prevent others ftom ex¬ 
ercising the right to do so. 

Gen. Hamilton said in a public speech, this 
would prove an unhealthy year for northern men, 
(that is carpet-baggers, etc.,) and his newly 
enfranchised expect and are determined to prove 
his assertion true in these parts. They have al¬ 
ready on various occasions, boldly asserted that 
they intended to carry the present election at all 
hazards. Of course they mean to carry it, if they 
have to kill and murder every true Republican of 
any note who supports Gen. Davis, and as a resort 
to arms on this first occasion only goes to prove 
what may lie looked for as the election progresses. 

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

THE NATIONAL LABOR CONVENTION. 

From lie Philadelphia Christian Recorder. 

From all parts of the country we are receiving 
intelligence of the great interest taken in the 
forthcoming Convention of tlie colored laboring 
men of the Uiited States. We notice the follow¬ 
ing : 

NATIONAL LABOR CONVENTION. 

The Union Congregational Church at Newport, 
R. I., was wefl filled on Monday evening by labor¬ 
ing men and their friends to consider the industrial 
questions of the day. The Providence Journal 
says that tlie meeting was called to order by Rev. 
M. Yan Horne, aud was opened with prayer by 
Rev. J. P. Shreeves. The following gentlemen 
were chosen officers for the evening : 

Rev. J. P. Shreeves, President; J. W. Palmer 
and T. G. Williams, Vice Presidents, and John 
Dosher, Secretary. 

Rev. M. Yan Horne, George T. Downing, L. D. 
Davis, Wm. Little aud others were called out, and 
in response addressed the meeting. 

Messrs. George T. Downing, Mahlon Yan Horne 
and M. S. Haynes were appointed a Committee on 
Resolutions, who reported the following, which 
were unanimonsly adopted : 

Resolved, That we do heartily recognize the call is¬ 
sued for a National Labor Convention to assemble in the 
city of Washington D. C., on the first Monday to De¬ 
cember. 

Resolved, That the Colored men of tbe nation, betog 
to a great extent mechanics and laborers, we regard it 
our immediate interest, as well as onr duty, to do all in 
our power to add to the dignity and elevation of labor ; 
and as a union of the laboring men of the nation, with¬ 
out regard to race or color, licked by an intelligent, lib¬ 
eral and patriotic spirit, will greatly tend thereto, we 
should and will strive to effect the same, and shall hope 
for the sympathy and cooperation of capitalists, with 
whom labor should be in harmony and accord. 

Resolved, That we refer with special satisfaction to the 
National Labor Convention, which was composed of white 
men, which assembled in the city of Philadelphia on the 
16th of last August, because it adopted a platform in keep¬ 
ing with the above enunciation, as to the importance, 
duty and interest of union and accord between the labor¬ 
ers of the nation, without regard to race or color. 

Resolved, That we are glad to know that the contem¬ 
plated Convention to assemble in Washington is to con¬ 
vene under these favorable auspices, with a policy in keep¬ 
ing, as its guiding sentiment, that its doors are open to 
the Irishman, the German, the Englishman, the French¬ 
man, to all, without regard to race or color.

Mr. Murray of Park street church, continues to 
preach the gospel, and his earnestness, combined 
with the force of truth, can hardly fail to convert 
some, even of the church-members. Here are some 
thoughts from a sermon preached there since the last I 
reported to you. 

The community are greatly mistaken as to the means 
to be trusted in for the prevention of crime; school edu¬ 
cation alone will not do it; church-building and preach¬ 
ing alone will not do it. The sorts of crime most com¬ 
mon among ns are ont of the reach not only of our ordi¬ 
nary school-instruction, but of our ordinary religious ad¬ 
ministration. The most intelligent missionaries admit 
that they are not doing the work which the churches 
think they are. Society cannot be reformed until families 
are reformed; but our church operations, scarcely touch 
the family; certainly do not use means reasonably 
adapted to keep the perishing classes either ont of vicious 
indulgence or out of vicious employment. 

The circumstances leading to crime are various. The 
natural spirit of emulation may be the moving spring. 
If a bright boy receives his first instruction from a first- 
class burglar, he feels the same gratification in the ex¬ 
ercise of that particular skill as the honest carpenter’s 
apprentice does in his. Lnst leads some astray; indo¬ 
lence, many; pride and love of dress, many; and many 
sin because there seems no other refuge from cold and 
hunger. 

Hardheartedness of employers is the source or much of 
the existing vice. It would be instructive to learn how 
much rich people pay to their workwomen ol the poorest 
classes. The fine ladies who complain of agitation 
about women’s rights had better look into the causes of 
such crimes as women commit, and at their own respon¬ 
sibility for it. To cure these classes of crime there needs 
a discarding of prejudice on the part ot comfortable and 
prosperous ladies, not a further multiplication or preach¬ 
ing places or mission-schools. 

The lack of industrial training is a very great evil. 
Even if pride and prejudice should be removed, great 
numbers of working women have had no such training 
as to fit them for the very work they undertake to do. 
Even those children of the poor who enjoy the advantages 
of our common schools are not-thereby taught to earn a 
living. Their brain is instructed, but not their fingers. 
This state of Things bears hardest upon poor girls, be¬ 
cause fewer employments are open to them. The school 
educates them above their position, and then leaves them 
in it. Snch is the uncertainty of human affairs that 
even mothers in prosperous circumstances are greatly to 
blame if they teach their daughters to do nothing. 

What remedy is there for this state of things? 

It is very difficult to say. Yet it seems clear that the 
City and the School-Committee owe it to the poor school 
girls to make some effort towards teaching them to earn 
a living. Mrs. Dr. Batchelder (moved by the Spirit of 
God, 1 believe), has done what sho could in this direction 
by establishing an Industrial school for Girls. The 
School Committee voted an appropriation of three thou¬ 
sand dollars for her aid, hut this bas not been paid, and 
nothing further seems to have been done in that direction. 
The public instruction of our girls should teach them 
something towards supporting themselves as well as 
enjoying themselves.

The year which is drawing to a close bas been free 
from peatilence; health has prevailed throughout the 
land; abundant crops award the labors of the husband¬ 
man; commerce and manufactures have successfully 
prosecuted their peaceful paths; the mines and forests 
hare yielded liberally; the nation has increased in wealth 
and in strength; peace has prevailed, and its blessings 
have advanced the interests of the people in every part 
of the Union; harmony and fraternal intercourse are ob¬ 
literating the jmarks of the past conflict and estrange¬ 
ment; burdens have been lightened and means increased; 
and civil and religious liberty is secured to every inhabi¬ 
tant of the land whose soil is trod by none but freemen. 
It becomes a people thus favored to make acknowledg¬ 
ment to the Supreme Author, from whom such blessings 
flow, of their gratitude and their dependence; to render 
praise and thanksgiving for the same, and devoutly to 
implore a continuance of His mercies. 

Therefore, I, Ulysses S. Grant, President of the United 
States, do recommend that Thursday, the 18tn of No¬ 
vember next, be observed as a day of thanksgiving, 
praise, and prayer to Almighty God, the Creator and the 
Ruler of the Universe. And I do farther recommend to 
all the people of the United States to assemble on that 
day in their accustomed places of public worship, to 
unite in the homage and praise dne the bonntiful Father 
of ail mercy, and (fervently pray for the continuance of 
the merciful blessings He has vouchsafed to us as a peo¬ 
ple. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and 
caused the Seal of the United States to be affixed, 
this the fifth day of October, A. D., one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-nine, and of the independence 
of the United States of America the ninety-fourth.

In a domestic 
drama now having a run at the Moscow Theatre, a stu¬ 
dious young lady says sharply to her old-fashioned mother, 
‘ 1 You ought to know that everybody is now saying that 
woman ought to be free,” the sentiment, it is said, never 
failing to elicit loud applause. It is proposed to hold a 
grand Woman’s Rights Convention at St. Petersburg, to 
which Mr. Mill is to be invited.— N. T. Evening Post. 


The Badical for October opens with a very interesting 
article from the pen of Rev. Samuel Johnson entitled 
“ Free Religion and a Free State,” from which we quote 
the following: 

“In modem times, distinctive religious faith exerts 
less power on national life than it did of old. What we 
call the living forces of civilization take its place. The 
practical energies do not depend on religious systems 
and traditions, nor on ideals thereof in the past, nor on 
some sole personal Saviour for all men,—but on the en¬ 
tire relation of living man to present opportunity. What 
does our own experience teach ns about the springs and 
safeguards of the public weal? 

“ Let us recall our national struggle and deliverance; 
but yesterday the intensest of realities to us all. The 
lesson is not yet appreciated in its religious aspects. 
Every radical danger, every secret malady, had gathered 
its forces, and did its worst. Note that the sword had 
proved indispensable: that of itself was a triumph of 
barbarism; and the question was just this, whether the 
sword could be made a saviour, in the interest of those 
eternal benignities that underlie [all reason and all reli 
gion. The issue demonstrated that it could and that it 
must. So long as the war was thought a question of 
the heaviest battalions only, we, having the heaviest 
battalions, were defeated: every step was discomfiture, 
i Beyond the Red Sea beckoned no Promised Land. It 


we began to read our lesson. It enforced itself for the 
war, as it enforces itself now for peace; and it was this. 
You save civilization, you save America, when you have 
earned the knowledge, straight from life, facing the 
present facts, fronting God and duty and the original 
springs of power,—that moral resources are mightier 
than cannon, that justice and love are stronger than the 
brute in man. 

“Faith in personal leadership did not save us. What 
continuous rebuffs we had in that direction ! We learned 
what mischief personal idolatry eau do. We learned 
how easy it was for men in high position to cause host3 
of little men to go wrong; how easy for masters of the 
people’s faith to chill their moral courage, and paralyze 
their hope. Leaders of majorities perpetually led astray, 
and the end confuted them. Lords of the stock market 
proved as ignorant as the school-boy who knows no more 
of finance than the rule of three. The prophecies of 
statesmen and reformers were at fault. No man was 
wise with to-morrow’s secret; though few were like the 
wizard who made political reputation a farce by perpet¬ 
ually seeing the millennial dawn at ninety days’ distance. 
There was no second sight we conld trust but belief in 
principles; no other key that saved from perplexity and 
despair; no statesmanship but that which warred against 
compromise as defeat, and insisted on justice as victory. 
And we understood these best when we had learned that 
the principles were not dependent even on the virtue of 
their truest defenders alone, but must needs conquer by 
their natural hold on the country and on the age. De¬ 
pression is periodical in revolutions, and the nation had 
its ebbs of faith. Bnt what despondency would have 
settled over us, not to be lifted off, if we had had no 
trust to fall back on beyond the most trusted leader! 
There was one man on whom the people did rest all 
theirhope, as it seemed. He alone could deliver. The 
trust broke in a moment, at the snap of a ruffians pistol. 
And the sentence went home to every soul, in that awe- 
fraught hush that struck in on the jubilees of victory,— 

‘ Not in man shall your trust be; onlyia the rightness 
of your cause. ’ God said then to the State, jast what 
he now says to the Church : that no Messiah saves, no 
name by whatsoever service made dear, or however in¬ 
dispensable it may have seemed. The Nation took Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln for it3 political Christ. He was withdrawn ; 
and we heard God speak, ‘ It is not untimely : not by 
Abraham Lincoln, alive or dead, but by a more thorough 
justice than his, are you to be brought through. ’ So 
to the Church : ‘ Not by a Christ, alive or dead ; but 
by my Spirit and Us everlasting light. ’ 

“The nation was guaranteed by the leadership of 
principles, not of this or that person ; nor yet by that 
of plans, which is but another form of the same. We 
shaU hardly be persuaded that all is staked on the suc¬ 
cessful iworsbip of a sole and final ‘ plan of salvation ’ 
through Christ in the Church, when we recall how little 
was gained by worshiping final plans for success by 
statesman, general, president, or party, in the imperiled 
State. What saved us when plan after plan faUed ; We 
saw that God was not at a loss, if we were. His re¬ 
sources were not spent, nor was his purpose staked, on 
one last scheme for a dying cause. Was there a poor 
stone in the brook that justice could not take to its sling 
to slay our Goliahs ot treason ? A snow-storm or a muddy 
road settles the fate of a campaign : just as, long ago, it 
came to pass that a pilot disobeyed orders, and New 
England was the result. The border settlements were 
overrun by slavery ; and all the powers of government 
and people lay in dead indifference, or gave open aid. 
But vhat then ? A ruffian strikes down a patriot senator, 
and the North is roused, Kansas saved. Civil war stood 
imminent at the North, to aid the Southern revolt at its 
outbreak. ‘What can deliver us?’ Charleston, in 
hot haste, fires a shot too soon. The North is united ; 
civil war recedes from her homes. So it was all through : 
safety by fresh surprise ; not by the prescribed method, 
but in ways we had not known. In the darkest hours 
we learned to say, ‘ Well, this war is God’s arsenal, and 
there is none on earth who holds the keys of its great 
secret chambers. ’ Justice may well have bolts brewlDg 
somewhere. Has not liberty twenty million sonls to 
work with here at the North, and four million black 
apostles and five million madmen at the South? Are no 
combination of these atoms possible but such ns our 
wise men have foreseen aud fore-arranged ? Is God shut 
up to their alternatives ? ‘ A victory in so many days, ’ 
broke out some demoralized functionary of our insti- 
*••‘—1 political faith every UtHo while,* or we may as well 
give in that the cause is lost. ’ But * the cause ’ was 
not won, nor the nation saved, by that spirit. And can 
we expect any greater efficacy than that, from a Church 
so demoralized as to insist that the hopes of man rest 
on ‘ one plan of salvation, ’ on one saving name, on 
the guardianship of one ‘ divinely instituted ’ faith? A 
free people can draw conclusions. 

“The disciplines of the war taught us that it was 
vain to be forever imagining ourselves at the last throw 
of the fatal dice ; vain to be victims of the latest tele¬ 
gram, forever iu a camp-meeting frenzy of hope and 
fear : we learned to cease trying to marshal all the be¬ 
wildering details, and so found at least free space and 
free play for what all these unmanageable threads were 
serving and working out. We learned that there are 
great conservative limits in human nature ; that it does 
not desire universal ruin, and will not tolerate it; that, 
when violence and treason strike at last against these 
limits, they are beaten back and broken. We learned 
that there is ‘an inward blight that shrinks oppress¬ 
ion’s evil springs. ’ We learned that innumerable self¬ 
ish propensities even counteract each other in a com¬ 
munity, and a tangible advantage to humanity results 
which no one had proposed. We learned that moral 
poisons are pushed to the surface, and flung off with 
whatever agonies the depth of the disease demands. We 
saw the necessity of character to show itself as it is ; 
that none conld hide ; that the snake was crashed when 
his opportunity revealed the fang; that lies were slaves 
to truth. We found that the lightning clove the people 
j to their heart only to make way for the latent unsus¬ 
pected fires of loyalty and liberty and love. 

“ In a word, we learned the moral laws that go behind 
I churches, redeemers, incarnations, and the like. We 
were fed, for that hour at least, at the eternal root of 
life. 

“ These ]aws,inherentinthelawsof a free state, author¬ 
itative in their own right, were the natural “ lessons ” of 
the struggle. And by their education we were saved, so 
far as we are yet saved at all; and America began to be.’
